(1) Indian Congress (Socialist-Sarat Chandra Sinha), (2) Janata DalfSamaj- 
wadi) and (3) Lok Dai, and ten State Parties, viz. (1) Democratic Party (Mizoram), (2) Kerala Congress, (3) Nagaland 
Peoples’ Party, (4) Pattalli Makkal Katchi (Pondicherry), (5) Peasants an4 Workers Party of India (Maharashtra), 
'(6) Peoples Party of Arunachal, (7) Plains Tribals Council of Assam, (8) Pondicherry Mannila Makkal Munnani, 
(9) Revolutionary Socialist Party (Kerala) and (10) United Minorities Front, Assam, in terms of the provisions of 
paragraphs 6 and 7 of the Election Symbols (Reservation and Allotment) Order, 1968;
